Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell,  represent- 
ing District  10,  which  includes  Potrero 
HiU,  held  a public  Town  HaU  meeting 
Oct.  27  addressing  the  concerns  and 
questions  of  the  community.  She  also 
presented  an  update  on  her  work, 
announcing  the  recent  passage  of 
legislation  regarding  power  plant  opera- 
tions, as  weU  as  the  creation  of  a task 
force  to  aid  local  non-profits  with  their 
funding  processes.  She  asked  and  en- 
couraged members  of  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House  audience  to  speak 
their  minds.  "You  are  our  eyes  and 
ears,"  she  said,  "and  we  want  to  hear 
your  voices." 

Maxwell  also  announced  the  creation 
of  a task  force  between  the  city,  and 
local  non-profits  that  wiU  work  to 
streamline  their  grant  application  pro- 
cess and  help  them  to  bring  money  in 
more  easily.  Non-profits  do  the  majority 
of  the  city's  social  service  work,  MaxweU 
stated,  and  the  task  force  wiU  labor  to 
reduce  the  time  it  takes  local  non- 
profits to  apply  for,  and  receive  funding. 

Maxwell  presented  representatives 
from  five  city  departments  who  gave 
brief  descriptions  of  their  work,  and 
who  later  fielded  questions  from  the 
audience.  Candy  Walker-Simon, 

Public  Outreach  Coordinator  for  the 


Dept,  of  Child  Support  Services 
establishes  and  enforces  court -ordered 
child  support,  and  assists  families  both 
emotionally  and  financiaUy.  The 
services  are  free  of  charge  to  all  parents, 
whether  or  not  they  receive  public 
assistance.  DCSS  is  located  at  617 
Mission  St.  and  the  department  en- 
courages calls  from  anyone  with  ques- 
tions at  356-2974. 

Each  city  district  has  a community 
police  officer  to  handle  the  parking  con- 
cerns of  the  area,  and  Theresa  Zucconi, 
Assistant  Director  of  the  Enforcement 
Division  for  the  Dept,  of  Parking  and 
Traffic,  was  at  the  meeting  to  explain 
what  they  do.  She  overseas  community 
issues  which  include  abandoned  vehicles, 
street  cleaning,  and  parking  patrol,  and 
asked  members  of  the  public  to  caU 
553-1232  with  concerns  or  suggestions. 

Joe  Speaks,  new  to  the  job  of  Special 
Projects  for  MUNI  assured  the  public 
that  his  department  wants  to  work  with 
the  community  to  provide  public  trans- 
port that  works  for  people,  not  to  simply 
cover  the  city  with  buses.  He  can  be 
reached  at  554-6828. 

Police  officer  John  Murphy  of  the 
Bayview  station  announced  projects 
that  his  team  is  currently  working  on: 
Towing  abandoned  cars.  He  pointed  out 
a significant  problem  with  abandoned

In  an  18  to  7 vote  the  Bay  Conservation 
and  Development  Commission  (BCDC) 
has  decided  " the  applicant  (Mirant)  has 
not  demonstrated  that  the  Potrero  Project 
as  proposed  conforms  to  the  McAteer  Pet- 
ris Act,  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Plan,  and 
the  amended  Management  Plan  for  San 
Francisco  Bay." 

The  BCDC  staff  wiU  forward  its  Comm- 
issioners' findings  to  the  California  Ener- 
gy Commission  (CEC),  which  is  responsi- 
ble for  permitting  new  power  plants. 

"The  Commissioners  did  their  job,"  ex- 
plains Will  Rostov,  staff  attorney  with 
Communities  for  a Better  Environment, 
"the  Commission  simply  complied  with  its 
statutory  duty  to  report  the  project  is  not 
consistent,  and  requested  additional  in- 
formation from  Mirant." 

Project  owners  Mirant  Corporation  has 
proposed  to  expand  the  Potrero  power 
plant  ~ an  expansion  to  be  built  on  San 
Francisco  shoreline,  which  will  result  in 
filling  San  Francisco  Bay.  The  fill  Mirant 
proposes  to  place  in  the  Bay  for  its  "once- 
through"  cooling  system  is  prohibited  by 
law  whenever  there  is  an  upland  alterna- 
tive. The  expanded  power  plant  would 
dispose  of  excess  heat  by  running  an 
amount  of  Bay  water  equal  to  one-third  of 
all  the  water  in  the  Bay  south  of  the  Bay 
Bridge  through  its  processes  annually, 
threatening  the  Bay's  ecology  and  its  fish- 
eries. 

Mirant  has  submitted  information  that 
showed  it  is  possible  to  cool  the  proposed 


The  San  Francisco  Community  Power 
Cooperative  will  roll  out  its  first  set  of 
energy-related  programs  in  the  Bay  View 
Hunters  Point  Potrero  neighborhoods 
starting  November  1,  2001.  The  coopera- 
tive received  a $1.5  million  grant  from 
the  San  Francisco  Department  of  the 
Environment  (DOE)  to  help  businesses  and 
residents  in  the  southeast  area  of  the  city 
reduce  their  electricity  consumption,  and 
save  on  energy  bills.  Modeled  after  a 
similar  successful  cooperative  operating 
in  Chicago,  the  co-op  is  the  first-of-its- 
kind  in  California. 

In  return  for  becoming  a co-op  member, 
residents  of  Bay  View  Hunters  Point 
Potrero  will  receive  a number  of  services 
including  on  energy  saving  kit,  which  con- 
tains high  efficiency  light  bulbs,  among 
other  items,  plus  information  on  ways  to 
achieve  lower  electricity  billls  and  the 


project  by  using  a cooling  tower  on  land  at 
the  site  that  would  not  put  fill  in  the  Bay 
and  dump  excess  heat  into  the  Bay. 

BCDC  was  the  first  coastal  manage- 
ment agency  in  the  United  States,  with  a 
mandate  to  analyze,  plan,  and  regulate 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  and  its  shoreline 
as  a unit.  A BCDC  permit  is  not  required 
for  power  plant  projects,  because  the 
California  Energy  Commission  (CEC)  has 
exclusive  power  to  certify  power  plants  in 
the  State.  However,  where  a power  plant 
is  proposed  within  BCDC’s  jurisdiction, 
BCDC  must  give  the  CEC  a determination 
whether  the  project  satisfies  the  BCDC's 
requirements  and  policies. 

The  National  Marine  Fisheries  Service 
has  expressed  concerns  the  expanded  Pot- 
rero plant  would  have  thermal  impacts  on 
Bay  water  and  salmon.  The  Federal  agen- 
cy may  require  an  Endangered  Species  Act 
review  in  order  to  determine  if  the  therm- 
al impacts  on  salmon  may  violate  federal 
law.  If  a formal  review  is  required,  the 
process  would  be  pushed  back  about  five 
additional  months.  The  Federal  agency 
has  not  informed  the  State  when  its  de- 
cision on  whether  to  do  a review  will  be 
announced.

opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  ongoing 
co-op  programs. 

For  example,  in  partnership  with  the 
Housing  Conservation  and  Development 
Corporation  (HCDC),  the  co-op  will  offer 
eligible  members  free  lighting  retrofit 
and  weatherization  programs.  Likewise, 
the  co-op  will  soon  launch  a refrigerator 
trade-in  program,  in  which  members  will 
be  able  to  replace  their  old,  inefficient 
refrigerators  and  receive  discounts  on 
newer,  more  efficient  models. 

The  co-op  will  also  help  its  members 
gain  access  to  low  cost  electricity  rate 
options  sponsored  by  the  local  utility  and 
others.  While  not  all  members  will  be 
able  to  enroll  in  every  program,  the  co- 
op will  find  ways  to  provide  energy  sav- 
ings to  all  of  its  members.

Unlike  your  editorial  staff,  the  vast 
majority  of  Congress  and  the  American 
people  understand  that  the  only  appro- 
priate response  to  the  attacks  of  Sept- 
ember II  is  the  war  on  terrorism, 
despite  how  reluctant  we  may  be  to 
undertake  any  war.

Editor: 

I cannot  tell  you  how  very,  very  sad 
I was  to  read  the  latest  issue  of  the  View 
and  learn  that  the  editorial  board  opposed 
the  war  against  terrorism  and  supported 
the  "anti-war"  position  of  Rep.  Barbara 
Lee  and  others. 

As  a veteran  of  the  anti-war  move- 
ment of  the  1960s  — and  of  other  move- 
ments for  civil  rights,  social  equity,  and 
freedom  of  the  press  — J feel  that  the 
progressive  forces  today  have  been  test- 
ed by  the  attack  on  the  World  Trade 
Center  and  the  Pentagon  on  September 
11th  . . . and  that  they  have  largely 
failed  the  test. 

We  all  watched  as  6,000  of  our  fellow 
citizens  were  incinerated  before  our 
very  eyes.  How  much  does  it  take  to 
realize  that  we  — all  Americans  of 
whatever  political  stripes  or  moral 
opinion  — have  been  attacked  by  psychot- 
ic fascists  and  that  we  are  now  in  a 
struggle  for  our  very  existence? 

Do  we  disagree  about  various  details 
of  American  foreign  policy  vis  a vis  the 
Middle  East?  Of  course  we  do.  But  while 
we  support  the  just  aspirations  of  the 
Palestinian  people,  we  must  also  recog- 
nize that  Israel  is  the  only  electoral 
democracy  in  the  region.  And  while  we 
understand  the  disruptive  cultural  im- 
plications of  global  capitalism,  we  must 
insist  that  permissible  opposition  to 
globalism  does  not  include  flying  air- 
liners loaded  with  jet  fuel  into  office 
buildings. 

Are  we  concerned  about  the  racist 
bigotry  that  some  Neanderthals  will 
take  out  on  loyal  American  citizens  of 
Middle  Eastern  descent  or  even  appear- 
ance? Of  course  we  are.  But  aren't 
we  happy,  and  even  proud,  that  all  of 
our  political  leaders  — local,  state, 
and  national  (including,  repeatedly, 
President  Bush  himself  — have  made 
earnest  daily  appeals  for  tolerance  and 
understanding? 

We  do  not  have  to  give  unquestioning 
loyalty  to  our  government  or  the  current 
administration  in  Washington  to  be  loyal 
to  our  country  end  our  people.  But  we 
should  recognize  that  this  is  a time  for 
national  unity  and  that  our  dissent  must 
not  become  support  of  the  fascist  enemy 
— an  enemy  that  intentionally  murders 
innocent  civilians,  that  viciously  repress- 
es the  rights  of  women,  that  turns  public 
executions  into  a form  of  national  sport, 
and  that  rejects  the  simplest  postulates 
of  democracy  and  modern  civilization. 

Our  tradition  has  nobly  fought  against 
fascism,  racism,  sexism,  and  class  op- 
pression. Why  is  it  so  hard  now  to  join 
the  fight  against  terrorism,  which  is  only 
fascism  with  a new  face? 

Are  we  afraid  to  express  our  love  of 
America  by  waving  the  flag?  Why?  I 


hear  it  said  that  the  right  wing  has  "hi- 
jacked" the  flag  as  a symbol  of  conserva- 
tism and  blind  nationalism.  What  non- 
sense! They  didn't  hijack  the  flag.  We 
gave  it  to  them  back  in  the  60s  when  we 
burned  the  American  flag  and  paraded 
the  Viet  Cong  banner  in  so  many  of  our 
anti-war  demonstrations.  What  a stupid 
political  decision,  one  that  could  not  have 
been  better  designed  to  alienate  the 
political  left  from  the  mass  of  the 
American  people! 

Too  many  of  us  equate  the  war 
against  terrorism  with  the  imperialist  war 
in  Vietnam,  a war  of  aggression  against 
faraway  forces  of  nation  liberation 
that  had  never  attacked  us.  a better 
analogy  — as  the  vast  majority  of 
Americans  know  in  their  guts  — is  World 
War  II  and  the  sneak  attack  on  Pearl 
Harbor.  If  we  do  not  defend  outselves, 
the  fascist  enemy  will  destroy  us. 
Committed  religious  pacifists  should 
volunteer  for  medical  corps  and  ambu- 
lance driving  duty  as  they  did  in  World 
War  I.  And  members  of  the  political 
peace  movement  should  realize  that 
sometimes  peace  only  comes  at  the  con- 
clusion of  a war  against  the  enemies  of 
human  freedom. 

In  sadness  and  in  hopes  that  you  may 
reconsider  your  opinion.

Power  Plant  Doesn’t 
Belong  Here! 

Editor: 

The  corporation  that  is  proposing  the 
new  power  plant  in  Potrero  Hill 
doesn't  "live"  in  Potrero  Hill,  in  San 
Francisco,  or  even  in  California.  Mirent 
Coporation  is  the  second  largest  power 
generator  in  the  world.  Haven't  we  seen 
that  deregulated  power  generators' 
price  gouging  is  what  created  the  energy 
"crisis"  in  the  first  place?  Power  became 
all  but  unaffordable  for  distributors  and 
put  even  California  government  in  a 
bind.  Personally,  I don't  want  to  be  at 
the  mercy  of  a corporation  like  Mirant. 

Mirant  is  not  our  friend  and  does  not 
have  our  best  interests  in  mind.  If  they 
did  have,  they  would  realize  what  the 
builders  of  the  existing  PG&E  plant  knew 
when  they  built  it.  They  made  decisions 
that  suggested  that  they  knew  that  a 
polluting  power  plant  is  not  compatible 
with  human  health.  They  built  in  what 
was  then  a low  density  industrial  area 
from  which  people  dispersed  at  night. 

The  tall  stack  there  is  an  acknowledge- 
ment of  the  need  to  get  the  pollution 
as  high  into  the  air  and  as  far  away  from 
people  as  possible. 

Today,  immediately  adjacent  areas 
have  become  densely  populated  resi- 
dential neighborhoods,  with  thousands 
of  new  residentil  and  business  units 
planned  for  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  power  plant  and  Mission  Bay. 

Knowing  what  we  know,  why  would  we 
allow  the  building  of  any  facility  that 
put  hundreds  of  tons  of  known  cancer 
causing  pollutants  into  the  air  we 
breathe?  Both  as  a society  and  as  in- 
dividuals we  can  use  the  experience 
gathered  over  decades,  together  with 
new  information,  to  improve  our  lives. 

Or  we  can  ignore  what  we  have  learn- 
ed and  make  bigger  mistakes  faster. 

We  can  damage  ourselves  and  the 
place  we  call  home,  irrevocably. 

Any  school  child  can  tell  you  that 
breathing  pollution  will  make  you 
sick.  We  knew  that  air  pollution  ends  up 
in  the  water,  kills  trees  and  vegetation, 
damages  the  lungs  of  all  of  us,  especial- 
ly our  children  and  the  elderly.

With  a shaky  economy  causing  indivi- 
duals and  governments  to  do  some  belt 
tightening,  one  of  the  most  important 
things  the  state  has  to  do  is  make  sure 
our  money  isn't  being  wasted. 

That's  why  I have  been  urging  the 
Governor  to  use  his  leadership  to  begin 
negotiating  some  of  the  unwarranted  and 
expensive  provisions  of  the  long-term 
energy  contracts  the  California  Depart- 
ment of  Water  Resources  (CDWR)  enter- 
ed into  with  electricity  providers  earlier 
this  year. 

Without  renegotiation,  I am  afraid 
energy  suppliers  will  have  succeeded  in 
forcing  unreasonable  and  inflexible  con- 
cessions into  the  contracts  and  in  lock- 
ing California  ratepayers  — including 
homes  and  businesses  — into  paying  too 
high  a price  for  too  much  power  for  too 
long  a time. 

One  of  the  big  problems  with  the  con- 
tracts is  provisions  that  put  repayment 
of  the  state's  general  fund  — for  money 
already  advanced  to  buy  power  — be- 
hind new  payments  to  energy  providers. 
These  provisions  complicate,  and 
could  jeopardize,  our  ability  to  issue 
the  bonds  we  need  to  pay  back  the 
general  fund  for  power  purchases. 

The  expensive  rate  agreement  needed 
to  implement  these  contract  provisions 
has  garnered  little  public  support,  has 
resulted  in  at  least  one  lawsuit  and  was 
rejected  recently  by  the  independent 
California  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(CPUC).  With  that  avenue  gone,  re- 
negotiating to  restructure  the  pro- 
visions must  be  pursued  as  an  option. 

While  it  may  be  true  that  CDWR's 
long  term  contracts  helped  stabilize 
California’s  power  market,  it  is  also  true 
that  the  contracts  were  executed 
during  the  height  of  the  state's  energy 
crisis,  when  we  were  all  fearing  multiple 
blackouts  and  public  safety  problems 
such  as  medical  equipment  shutting 
down,  traffic  signals  failing  and  elderly 
and  frail  Californians  facing  health 
complications. 


Despite  the  Governor's  repeated 
urging,  the  Federal  Energy  Regulatory 
Commission  (FERC)  failed  to  impose 
a meaningful  price  relief  plan  for 
California  until  June  19,  2001,  well 
after  agreements  between  CDWR  and 
suppliers  were  made.  Given  FERC's 
failure  to  protect  Californians  from 
the  generators'  manipulation  of  the 
system,  I believe  many  of  the  CDWR's 
contracts  were  negotiated  under 
economic  duress,  and  that  gives  us 
leave  to  renegotiate. 

According  to  a recent  analysis  of  the 
contracts  by  a Harvard-trained  econo- 
mist, several  contracts  are  inflexible 
"take  or  Pay"  contracts  that  require  the 
state  to  pay  high  prices  for  electricity 
over  the  next  decade,  whether  or  not 
the  electricity  is  actually  needed  to 
meet  demand. 

Examples  include: 

• Over  the  life  of  one  contract,  the 
state  will  pay  the  provider  $1.2  billion 
more  for  electricity  than  unregulated 
power  is  estimated  to  cost  over  that 
same  period. 

• Another  contract  guarantees  a 
provider  a 20-year,  32%  return  on  in- 
vestment for  a specific  plant; 

• Another  agreement  has  the  state 
paying  a provider  almost  five  times  to- 
day's market  price  for  power  over  the 
next  two  years. 

While  the  contracts  may  be  reasonable 
relative  to  the  unscrupulous  price 
charged  earlier  this  year,  they  appear 
to  lock  the  state  into  prices  well  above 
projected  costs  over  the  next  decade. 

Some  energy  providers  have  already 
indicated  they  would  be  willing  to  re- 
negotiate if  approached,  and  the  Gover- 
nor's office  is  now  indicating  they  will 
internally  review  some  contracts. 

That's  a good  start  but  for  those  of 
us  who  don't  want  to  pay  too  high  a 
price  for  too  much  power  for  too  long 
a time,  the  Governor  needs  to  use  his 
unique  leadership  position  to  move 
this  process  forward.

THE  VIEW’S  ELECTION  RECOMMENDATION 

The  View  staff  recommended  the  re-election  of  Mayor  Art  Agnos  and  Sheriff  Michael  Hennessy. 
but  refrained  from  endorsing  the  re-election  of  District  Attorney  Arlo  Smith  because  of  his 
insistence  on  prosecuting  protestors  against  the  Gulf  War  when  there  was  no  evidence  of  violent 
actions  on  their  part.  They  also  urged  Yes  votes  on  building  senior  housing  on  the  Phelan  Loop 
and  affirming  the  vacancy  control  ordinance  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  proposal  to 
remove  limits  on  the  number  of  rental  units  that  could  be  converted  to  condos  was  considered  to 
be  a poor  alternative  to  the  construction  of  more  affordable  rental  units. 

THIRD  ANNUAL  POTRERO  HILL  FESTIVAL  DREW  LARGE  CROWDS 
Produced  by  the  Neighborhood  House  and  aided  by  grants  from  the  SF  Art  Commission  and 
PG&E,  the  neighborhood  folk  munched  on  hot  dogs,  flavored  ice  and  baked  goods,  listened  to 
continuous  musical  entertainment  and  bought  locally  produced  arts  and  crafts  items.  A cable  car 
tour  of  the  Hill  was  provided  by  Leo’s  Tire  and  Brake,  with  entertaining  commentary  by  Richard 
Reineccius.  Cab  Covay,  Tony  Sanford  and  Bruce  Franks. 

MIDDLE  SCHOOL  EDUCATIONAL  ASSISTANT  RECEIVES  AWARD 
The  San  Francisco  Foundation  presented  its  Daniel  E.  Koshland  Award  to  Emanuel  Stewart,  an 
educational  assistant  at  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School,  for  having  evinced  a sustained  commitment 
to  the  needs  of  a strong  community,  as  demonstrated  by  his  work  with  at-nsk  children  and 
supervising  intramural  activities,  and  as  athletic  director  and  leadership  advisor  at  the  San 
Francisco  Boys  and  Girls  Club,  and  on  weekends,  supervising  the  Mission  Clean  Sweep  Program. 

DANIEL  WEBSTER  WELCOMES  FEDERAL  EDUCATION  OFFICIAL 
David  Kearns,  the  Undersecretary  of  Education,  was  very  inspiring  to  the  students,  parents  and 
staff,  distinguished  educators  from  the  Peninsula  and  Bay  Area  and  SFUSD  school  official,  when 
he  visited  Daniel  Webster  Accelerated  School  on  October  10. 

POTRERO  MOLOKAN  ARTIFACTS  IN  OAKLAND  MUSEUM  SHOW 
An  exhibit  at  the  Oakland  Museum  contains  a significant  amount  of  art  and  artifacts  of  the 
Russian  settlement  in  what  is  now  Alaska  and  on  the  settlement  in  Fort  Ross  on  the  Mendocino 
Coast.  A special  section  on  California's  Russian  communities  was  added  after  the  exhibit  had 
been  seen  in  Alaska  and  the  Pacific  Northwest,  highlighting  the  Potrero  Hill  Molokan  community 
as  well  as  the  local  Russian  Orthodox  and  Russian  Jewish  communities.  Molokans  trace  their 
roots  to  a 17th  Century  movement  among  Russian  peasants  away  from  Russian  Orthodoxy 
Because  of  persecution,  between  1905  and  1912  about  1000  Molokans  settled  on  Potrero  Hill, 
and  the  Molokan  Church  was  established  on  Carolina  Street  in  1930.

construction  had  been  completed.  The  grading  had  been  done,  underground  utilities  installed  and 
grass  planted,  and  the  bandshell  constructed.

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Rama  Kellum  — 
A Life  Too  Short

More  than  200  people  jammed  the 
Neighborhood  House  to  pay  tribute  to 
Rama  Henry  Miles  Kellum,  who  died  Oct- 
ober 5 after  a prolonged  struggle  with 
cancer. 

Rama's  mother,  Supervisor  Sophie  Max- 
well, opened  the  program  exhorting  the 
assembled  to  celebrate  his  life,  and  vow- 
ing "we're  going  to  make  this  life  mean 
something.  Get  busy  and  get  ready!" 

Born  in  May,  1971  to  Sophie  Maxwell 
and  Frank  Kellum,  Rama  grew  up  in  San 
Francisco,  attended  Wasatch  Academy  in 
Utah,  and  graduated  from  the  University 
of  the  Redlands,  Calif. 

Always  an  activist,  and  interested  in 
giving  to  the  community,  Rama  co-found- 
ed  a shop  on  Divisadero  Street  called 
Reggae  Runnings  in  the  mid-90s,  selling 
African  artifacts,  music,  books,  cards  and 
clothing. 

Recently  he  had  been  involved  in  pro- 
moting African  American  businesses  on 
the  Internet,  and  had  created  a web  site 
where  people  could  retail,  create  links 
and  generate  awareness  and  income. 

Theatergoers  wiU  remember  Rama  as 
a thespian  who  really  enjoyed  acting  in 
such  shows  as  "Purlie  Victorious,"  "The 


Lower  Depths,"  and  "Master  Harold  and 
the  Boys."  His  skills  had  recently  att- 
racted the  attention  of  a Los  Angeles 
agent,  skills  that  his  mother  Sophie  came 
to  appreciate  during  last  year's  district 
elections,  when  Rama  provided  her  with 
media  coaching  during  her  campaign. 

Rama  also  worked  on  his  grandmother 
Enola  D.  Maxwell's  recent  run  for  School 
Board,  and  both  of  Willie  Brown's  Mayor- 
al contests. 

Rama's  mother  introduced  several 
notables,  including  Congresswoman  Nan- 
cy Pelosi,  half  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  other  city  off- 
icials at  the  October  21  celebration  of 
his  life. 

Neighborhood  House  Director  Maxwell 
reflected  on  Rama  as  a sensitive,  out- 
doors person,  and  reading  advocate.  "He 
was  so  good  with  children,  such  a deep 
thinker,  but  he  was  able  to  find  lightness 
in  serious  situations  ...  it  is  such  a 
shame  that  such  a healthy  eater  — he 
never  had  a hotdog  in  his  life  — has 
been  taken  from  us,"  she  said. 

He  was  a good  and  loving  father, 
grandson,  nephew  and  family  member, 
and  is  succeeded  by  his  five  year  old  son 
Zoombi,  his  parents,  two  sisters,  two 
brothers,  and  many  other  relatives. 

And  Maxwell  added,  "1  am  going  to  miss 
him  for  myself.  He  helped  me  so  much, 
showed  me  things  on  the  Internet,  talked 
with  me  about  everything.  We  spent  so 
much  time  together  that  we  could  finish 
each  other's  sentences,"  she  said. 


Marge  Mapes  — Community 
Activist,  Longtime  Hill  Resident 


Margaret  "Marge"  Mapes  died  Septem- 
ber 23,  2001.  A Potrero  Hill  resident 
since  1956,  Marge  worked  for  the  District 
Attorney's  office  for  22  years,  accepted  a 
civil  service  transfer  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  then  the  Youth  Guidance 
Center,  where  she  worked  until  her  re- 
tirement in  the  early  90s. 

Born  in  Washington,  D.C.  on  September 
12,  1930,  she  began  her  working  career  at 
the  Burmese  Consulate  in  the  nation's 
capital,  and  moved  on  to  New  York  City 
where  she  worked  for  the  United  Nations. 

When  Marge  moved  to  San  Francisco  in 
1956,  she  met  and  married  Paul  Mapes. 
Though  they  divorced,  Marge  kept  the 
name  Mapes,  and  raised  her  son  Robert 
(Robbie)  as  a single  mother  in  a home 
she  purchased  on  De  Haro  Street. 

Marge  was  very  involved  with  raising 
her  granddaughter  Jeannette,  who  was 
born  in  1981.  The  two  were  inseparable. 


and  Marge  always  beamed  with  pride 
when  in  Jeannette's  company. 

Marge's  passion  was  service.  She  vol- 
unteered her  time  with  various  comm- 
unity organizations  and  provided  direct 
assistance  to  those  in  need.  She  helped 
troubled  youth  and  families,  organiza- 
tions involved  in  the  fight  against  alcohol 
and  drug  addiction,  and  individuals  att- 
empting to  rebuild  their  lives.  She  also 
volunteered  with  many  civic  and  political 
organizations,  including  the  American 
Indian  Center  and  the  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood House.  Much  of  Marge's  service 
and  charitable  giving  is  unknown  because 
she  served  in  confidence. 

Funeral  services  were  held  October  5 
at  St.  Teresa's  Catholic  Church  on  Potrero 
Hill,  and  she  was  interned  in  Holy  Cross 
Cemetary.  The  family  asks  that  contri- 
butions in  her  memory  be  made  to  those 
in  need.

Changes  In 
Zoning  Controls 


In  a momentous  decision  by  the  S.F. 
Board  of  Supervisor's  Committee  on 
Housing,  Transportation,  and  Land  Use, 
the  Lower  Potrero  Hill/Showplace  Square 
Area  has  been  designated  for  a priority 
development  study  on  permanent  zoning 
controls  by  the  City  Planning  Department. 
Gerald  Green,  Director  of  the  Department 
of  City  Planning,  said  that  he  will  start 
immediately  to  hire  new  planners  to 
facilitate  this  study,  which  should  begin 
in  January  or  February  of  2002.  This 
decision  has  come  after  Supervisor  Sophie 
Maxwell  negotiated  between  the  Mayor's 
Office  and  the  Dept,  of  City  Planning. 
Details  about  the  planning  study  will  be 
published  as  they  become  available. 

Director  Green  says  he  intends  to  use 
the  Proposal  for  Interim  Controls  which 
were  developed  by  the  Potrero  commun- 
ity as  a template  for  the  future  planning 
work.  These  controls  were  put  on  hold  in 
favor  of  developing  permanent  zoning 
codes. 

Until  now.  City  Planning  has  consisted 
of  project-by-project  reviews.  This 
creates  the  problems  those  of  us  living 
or  working  in  the  neighborhood  experi- 
ence on  a daily  basis:  traffic  flow  issues, 
parking  problems,  limits  to  the  viability 
of  mass  transit,  limited  retail  services, 
and  so  on.  Community  based  city  plan- 
ning would  allow  us  to  express  our  needs 
and  wants  and  to  work  with  experienced 
professionals  from  the  Planning  Depart- 
ment to  insure  the  proper  infrastructure 
to  support  new  development. 

Transit,  housing,  biotech,  and  how  to 


keep  our  existing  light  industry  lead  the 
list  of  zoning  issues.  The  proposed 
Interim  Controls  calls  for  16th  Street  to 
become  the  transit  hub  across  Lower 
Potrero  Hill.  Transit  connectors  from 
16th  Street  would  connect  to  Civic  Cent- 
er, the  train  station  and  the  future  light 
rail  along  3rd  Street.  The  proposed  Con- 
trols also  call  for  maximizing  affordable 
housing  where  appropriate,  and  infra- 
structure such  as  sidewalks,  community 
serving  retail,  parks,  and  neighborhood 
services  would  be  included. 

There  is  no  definition  of  biotechnology 
in  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code. 

Supervisor  Maxwell  has  initiated  the 
San  Francisco  Biotechnology  Task  Force 
to  develop  controls  that  address  environ- 
mental impact,  hazardous  material  dis- 
posal, safe  handling  and  transportation, 
disaster  preparedness  and  other  related 
concerns.  Light  industry  (PDRs:  product- 
ion, distribution  and  repair  businesses)  are 
an  integral  component  to  our  neighbor- 
hood's sustainability  and  character. 

The  proposed  Interim  Controls  protect 
existing  PDRs  while  allowing  for  some 
new  uses  to  replace  some  PDRs  if  appro- 
priately planned.  In  other  cases  the  PDRs 
will  be  replaced  in  kind  and  new  uses  will 
be  added. 

The  Potrero  Area  Guideline  Committee 
will  be  setting  the  stage  for  the  planning 
study  that  will  start  early  next  year.  For 
questions  or  comments,  email:info@i$tudio 
askenasy.com.

The  tragic  events  of  September  11  af- 
fected most,  if  not  all,  Bay  Area  busi- 
nesses, from  mom-and-pop  grocery 
stores  to  the  mega-campuses  of  Silicon 
Valley.  The  business  that  perhaps  felt 
the  impact  of  the  planes  first  Is  the 
travel  industry. 

The  View  spoke  to  Paul  Demars  of  the 
Hill's  own  travel  agency  Carson  Wagon- 
lit  Travel,  known  to  us  as  Hill  Travel, 
ever  since  it  was  founded  in  1976  by 
Gordon  Hansen  and  Andre  Kadilis.  Later 
that  year  Demers  joined  them  and  the 
trio  has  been  the  backbone  of  the 
business  ever  since,  first  in  a small 
storefront  on  I8th  Street  (where  the 
Just  For  You  restaurant  is  today),  and 
now  around  the  corner  on  Connecticut 
Street. 

Demars  was  on  the  phone  when  the 
View  stopped  in,  and  while  we  waited 
for  him  to  be  free  we  talked  a bit  to 
Amy  Fink  who  told  us  that  the  phones 
rang  off  the  hook  almost  as  soon  as  the 
dreadful  news  came  out  of  New  York 
City,  Washington,  D.C.  and  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

When  Paul  was  finally  available  (the 
call  had  been  from  a client  who  was 
making  elaborate  travel  plans!),  he 


told  us  more  about  the  calls  they  re- 
ceived right  after  the  attack  and  in  the 
days  following.  Clients  were  stranded  in 
airports  all  over  the  country  and 
around  the  world.  Clients  were  cancel- 
ing future  flights  or  asking  about  re- 
funds on  flights  cancelled  by  the  airlines. 

During  those  hectic  days,  the  agents 
at  Hill  Travel  "bent  over  backwards  to 
help  with  refunding  or  reissuing  tickets," 
said  Demars,  "and  finding  ways  for 
travelers  to  get  home."  When  people 
couldn't  get  through  to  the  airlines. 

Hill  Travel  was  on  the  other  end  of  the 
line  and  could  easily  access  the  needed 
information  by  computer.  "We  are  agents 
for  travelers,"  Demars  continued,  "not 
just  for  the  airlines." 

After  the  planes  started  to  fly  again  a 
week  to  10  days  after  September  11, 
many  airlines  offered  greatly  discounted 
fares  to  lure  passengers  back  to  the 
skies.  Many  people  called  the  travel 
agency  in  hopes  of  getting  cheap  tickets 
for  travel  over  Thanksgiving  and  Christ- 
mas. These  callers  had  to  be  given  bad 
news  — the  cheap  fares  were  not  available 
for  travel  over  the  holidays,  end  besides, 
all  flights  had  long  since  been  booked 
solid.  "Nobody  has  cancelled  these 
trips,"  Demars  said,  "at  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas,  people  want  to  go  where 
they  want  to  go."

Award-winning  actor/director  Rhodessa  Jones 
stars  with  Bay  Area  actresses,  cx-ofTenders.  and 
current  inmates  of  the  S.F.  County  Jail  in  the 
Medea  Project’s  original  theatrical  production 
•‘Can  We  Get  There  by  Candlelight?"  from  Nov. 
I-l  1 in  the  Yerba  Buena  Center  for  the  Art’s 
Forum  (Mission  and  Third  streets). 

“Candlelight”  is  a dream-like  exploration  of 
an  incarcerated  woman’s  journey  home.

This  year’s  Film  Arts  Festival  kicks  off  with 
writer/director  Jim  Mendiola’s  “Come  And 
Take  It  Day,”  starring  Jesse  Borrego  (“Fame,” 
“Lone  Star"),  Jacob  Vargas  (“Traffic,"  "Mi  Vida 
Loca’)  and  local  talent  Maria  Candelaria  (“Bal- 
lad of  a Soldier"),  on  Nov.  8,  at  the  Balboa 
Theatre  (3630  Balboa  Street).  In  Mendiola’s 
first  feature-length  film,  Borrego  is  a hotheaded 
Texas  dishwasher  who  leads  his  friends  on  a 
wild  goose  chase  for  the  legendary  lost  fortune 
of  conquistador  Gregorio  Cortez,  The  drama  is 
hot  with  greed  and  betrayal,  and  friendships  are 
tested  as  the  men  make  choices  they  cannot  take 
back.  An  Opening  Night  Mexican  Fiesta  Party 
precedes  the  film;  margaritas,  and  handmade 
tamales  will  be  served. 

In  celebration  of  the  25th  anniversary  of  the 
Film  Arts  Foundation  (the  Festival’s  producer), 
several  rarely  seen  films  from  local  luminaries 
such  as  Chick  Strand,  Bruce  Baillie,  Amanda 
Micheli,  and  Jay  Rosenblatt  will  be  presented 
throughout  the  Festival.

Amanda  narrates  the  film, 
merging  her  childhood  obsession  with  horses 
and  her  adult  fascination  with  Sawyer  and 
Youren,  the  tough,  fearless  women  of  the  rodeo 
world.

The  one  constant  draw  in  San  Francisco  has 
been  the  real  estate.  In  the  last  decade  the 
furious  activity  in  residential  and  commercial 
real  estate  has  brought  outstanding  values  to 
formerly  vacant  tracts  of  land.  Pacific  Bell  Park 
alone  generated  a consistent  buzz  of  real  estate 
activity  around  the  Third  and  King  street 
location.  Dot-  com  fever  created  obsessive 
manic  searches  for  office  space  South  of  Market 
that  saw  record  low  vacancy  rates  and  record 
high  rents. 

Poirero  Hill  became  a focal  point  in  this  real 
estate  drama,  as  the  area  around  the  Hill  was 
dotted  with  unused  and  large  parcels  of  vacant 
industrial  land.  The  intensity  of  this  drama 
created  new  designations  oflive/work  housing 
and  business  services  in  place  of  residential  and 
office  as  keys  to  the  city's  planning  structure. 
Battlc  lines  were  drawn  and  feverent  displays  of 
political  skill  were  utilized  in  defining  the 
landscape  around  Potrero  Hill.  Love  it  or  hate  it. 
development  on  and  around  Potrero  Hill  in  the 
last  ten  years  significantly  changed  the  land- 
scape But  whatever  skullduggery  occurred  in 
recent  history,  nothing  compares  to  the  treach- 
ery that  reared  its  ugly  head  in  the  dispute 
surrounding  the  land  grant  of  Potrero  Nuevo, 
now  Potrero  Hill,  in  the  years  after  California 
achieved  statehood. 

Whatever  real  estate  speculation  we  have 
witnessed  in  recent  times  is  part  of  a long 
tradition  of  San  Francisco  history.  Our  location 
at  the  tip  of  the  peninsula  and  the  expectation 
that  San  Francisco  would  be  the  terminus  of  the 
continental  railroad  spurred  many  in  the  early 
days  of  this  city  to  engage  in  the  lucrative  real 
estate  trades. 

Lots  in  the  South  of  Market  areas  were 
mostly  marshland  in  the  1850s  but  those  areas 
around  Mission  Bay  and  underwater  lots  in  the 
bay  itself  were  subjects  of  much  speculation. 

The  book  Vanished  (Voters,  A History  of  San 
Francisco ’s  Mission  Bay  by  Nancy  Olmstead 
relates  the  intricate  details  of  South  of  Market 
land  speculation  and  the  early  days  of  Pptrero 
Hill.  In  the  area  of  Second  and  Townsend 
streets,  two  lots  sold  for  S542.50  each  in  1851 
and  on  September  1 , 1853  these  same  lots. 


mostly  underwater  sold  for  $50,000.  The  next 
owner  in  turn  sold  one  parcel  in  a week's  time 
to  recoup  his  investment  and  by  the  end  of  the 
month  sold  the  remaining  lot  for  S 1 25,000. 

Potrero  Hill  was  the  subject  of  a lengthy 
legal  dispute  that  prevented  clear  title  to  be 
conveyed.  The  original  Mexican  land  grant  was 
to  Francisco  de  Haro's  twin  sons.  Francisco  and 
Ramon  in  1 844.  The  twins  were  killed  in  1 846 
and  Francisco  de  Haro  subsequently  died  in 
1 849  in  grief  over  the  loss  of  his  sons.  Of  the  de 
Haro  heirs,  a second  set  of  twins.  Cadria  and 
Carlotta,  bom  in  1 833.  found  themselves  with 
no  clear  title  to  the  land  and  they  did  not  have 
ample  resources  to  fight  competing  claims  to  the 
land.  The  demand  for  land  escalated  and  the 
remaining  de  Haro  heirs  were  forced  to  seek 
legal  help  in  determining  their  claim  to  the 
Potrero  Nuevo. 

In  the  period  of  time  from  statehood  to 
1868.  settlers  laid  claim  to  lots  around  Mission 
Bay  but  were  in  fear  of  being  removed  while  the 
heirs  worried  their  claims  wouldn't  be  given 
merit.  In  fact  many  of  the  old  ranchos  were 
diminished  as  squatters  began  living  on  the  land 
and  making  improvements  thereon.  But  this 
dispute  was  about  to  turn  ugly  as  Jasper 
O’Farrell  relates  in  a letter  to  Joseph  Walker 
McCorlkle. 

This  letter,  written  December  7.  1864  just  as 
the  de  Haro  claim  was  coming  to  a head,  was 
intended  to  show  the  depth  of  depravity  to 
which  certain  people  would  descend  in  order  to 
lay  claim  to  the  land.  McCorkle  had  been  a 
congressman  from  Butte  County  as  well  as  a 
judge  and  at  the  time  presented  cases  before  a 
commission  to  resolve  land  disputes  between 
Mexico  and  the  United  States.  While  the  proof 
is  hard  to  come  by  now.  Jasper  O’Farrell 
describes  the  actions  of  Colonel  Mariano  G. 
Vallejo  regarding  the  wife  of  then-Sgl.  Fran- 
cisco de  Haro.  In  O’Farrell’s  words: 

“The  Sgt.  had  a wife  - young  and 
beautiful  - for  possession  and  enjoyment 
of  whose  charms  the  Col.  yearned  but  in 
vain.  The  husband’s  presence  kept  the  wife 
true  and  virtuous,  it  was  necessary  to  gel 
rid  of  him  in  some  way.  [The  Col.  ar- 
ranged] to  transmit  dispatches  to  his  gov- 


ernment in  Mexico.  Sgt.  De  Haro  was 
recommended  by  his  Col.  and  was  ap- 
pointed and  accepted  the  honorable  and 
responsible  position  as  envoy  with  tears 
of  gratitude;  leaving  his  young  wife  and 
two  children  under  the  protection  of  his 
dear  friend  - the  Commandante  (Vallejo). 
The  consequence  was  the  wife  ...  was 
seduced  and  before  [de  Haro’s]  return 
(but  about  twelve  months  after  his  depar- 
ture) was  delivered  of  twin  daughters 
which  were  easily  palmed  ofT on  the  poor 
Sgt.  as  his  own  by  adding  a few  months 
to  their  age  upon  his  return. 

“The  twins . . . were  heiress  to  a valu- 
able tract  of  land  near  San  Francisco  (El 
Potrero);  the  General  [Vallejo,  a colonel 
in  1 833,  a general  in  1 864]  wanted  it.  The 
Genera!  had  an  interview  with  them  and. 
base  of  all  baseness,  informed  them  of 
their  mother’s  shame.  And  that  he,  not 
de  Haro  was  the  author  of  their  birth. 
Their  mother  was  dead. . .they  were  high 
minded,  educated  and  refined.  Can  you 
imagine  the  depth  of  his  infamy  - to  de- 
stroy the  happiness  of  innocent 
children... It  was  necessary  that  his  ad- 
vice as  Father  be  followed  so  they  sold 


the  Potrero  ...  for  one  fourth  its  value.  Do 

you  see  the  motive?  I do!" 

And  now  we  all  see  it.  Ultimately  the  courts 
ruled  against  the  de  Haro  claims  saying  that  they 
had  been  granted  grazing  rights  but  no  clear 
title.  On  May  15.  1867,  the  California  Alta 
described  the  reaction  to  the  court  settlement: 
“At  7 o’clock  a detachment  of  California  Guard 
with  two  pieces  crossed  Long  Bridge... they 
fired  two  hundred  guns  in  honor  of  the  settlers 
victory.  Early  in  the  morning  a mammoth 
bonfire  was  kindled  on  the  highest  point  on 
Potrero  Ridge  . An  impromptu  meeting  was 
held  by  settlers  . . residents  of  the  Potrero  could 
breathe  freely,  now  that  this  long  contested 
controversy  is  settled ..." 

So  if  that  doesn’t  give  one  pause,  it  should 
at  least  cause  one  to  ponder  where  one’s  birth 
certificate  is  hidden.  Another  interesting  aspect 
was  the  settlers  (squatters)  gained  political 
power  and  defeated  the  Mexican  grants  and 
ultimately  acquired  the  land,  this  in  contrast  to 
today’s  homeless  population  whose  supporters 
certainly  manage  to  keep  City  Hall  on  its  toes.

Asthma  among  children  has  doubled 
in  the  past  few  years  and  this  expo- 
nential growth  shows  no  signs  of 
abating.  The  government  has  just  spent 
a fortune  prosecuting  and  fining  the 
tobacco  industry  for  the  deaths  of 
cigarette  smokers,  and  we  have  laws  on 
the  books  in  California  to  protect  people 
in  public  places  from  second-hand  smoke 
because  it  is  a proven  health  hazard. 

I am  shocked  that  the  California 
Energy  Commission  is  considering  the 
power  plant  under  these  circumstances, 
when  there  are  viable  alternatives.  As 
our  representatives,  aren't  they  supposed 
to  keep  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens 
in  mind? 

The  proposal  of  this  plant  ignores 
everything  we  as  a society  have  learned 
about  health,  about  energy  production 
and  about  the  good  sustainable  life  that 
could  be  available  in  this  city,  this  state, 
this  country,  this  world  if  we  would  use 
our  simple  common  sense  and  act  on 
what  we  already  know. 

Clean,  sustainable,  renewable  energy, 
and  energy  conservation  are  what  we 
should  be  demanding.  We  live  in  a 
democracy  and  have  the  right  and  the 
intelligence  to  decide  for  ourselves 
whether  we  want  to  breathe  disease 
causing  chemicals  while  degrading  the 


environment  that  sustains  us.  In  a 
democracy  we  have  a duty  to  speak  and 
act  on  what  we  know  to  be  true. 

I do  not  accept  this  power  plant  be- 
cause it  is  grossly  polluting  and  it  is 
not  sustainable.  I believe  that  it  is 
unethical  and  immoral  for  business  to 
make  profits  from  the  sickness  of  human 
beings  and  the  destruction  of  the  very 
environment  that  makes  all  life  possible. 

The  unspoken  threat  is  that  if  we 
don't  go  along  with  this  dangerous  pro- 
posal we  will  freeze  next  winter,  our 
lights  will  go  out,  our  screens  will  go 
dark.  The  underlying  message  is  that 
we  have  no  alternative.  The  reality  is 
that  through  conservation  development 
of  sustainable  sources  and  patching  onto 
the  energy  delivery  systems  of  other  Bay 
Area  counties  we  can,  end  at  a reason- 
able cost,  take  good  care  of  our  needs, 
of  ourselves.

residential  membership  fees  arc  priced 
at  $20  per  household,  with  discounts 
available  for  low  income  families. 

Small  businesses,  which  can  become  a 
co-op  member  for  $50  to  $100,  will  also 
have  access  to  a number  of  energy  sav- 
ings programs.  For  example,  in  partner- 
ship with  DOE  the  co-op  will  offer  its 
small  business  members  free  lighting 
audits,  significant  discounts  on  lighting 
retrofits,  and  quality  control  assistance 
to  ensure  that  all  retrofit  work  is  succ- 
essfully completed  on  time. 

The  co-op  is  u membership  owned  and 
governed  institution,  with  a member 
elected  board.  It  is  dedicated  to  improv- 
ing environmental  and  economic  condi- 
tions in  the  Bay  View  Hunters  Point  Pot- 
rero communities.  Over  lime  the  co-op 
hopes  to  branch  out  to  otlier  environmen- 
tal activities,  including  helping  to  impi-ovc 
neighborhood  recycling  programs,  and 
giving  its  members  better  access  to  ve- 
hicle repair  assistance  programs.  In 
addition  to  DOE  and  IICDC,  co-op  part- 
ners include  the  Center  for  Neighborhood 
Technology  and  the  National  Electric 
Rural  Cooperative  Association.
